When she had dropped the last one to the 
‘ground, Miss Martin thought of herself. 
She leaped through the window and alight- 
ed without injury. 

She is the heroine of the commusity, 
which cannot do enough for her. 

Thayer is a mining town, and within a 
few minutes after the alarm was sounded 
practically every woman and child and all 
the male ifInhabitants not employed under- 
ground were gathered about the scene of 
the fire. There is no fire-fighting apparatus 
in the town and the building was con- 
sumed, together with fits contents. It was 
dedicated less than two months ago and 
‘was named in honor of Congressman Ben 
F. Caldwell of Chatham, who gave most of

“More in Commissions Than 
in Robbery,’ Witness De- 
clared in Answer to 
William Ewing Love. 


The iegislative investigation into the af- 
fairs of the various turf investment com- 
panies and discretionary order commission 
Drokers will be resumed Wednesday. The 
Geeper the committee probes the more in- 
teresting the revelations become. 

It was stated Tuesday evening that there

The royal procession, consisting of six 
state carrtages, escorted by Life Guards, 
left Buckingham Palace at 1:30 p.m. Their 
majesties were seated in the last carriage, 
which was drawn by the eight Hanoverian 
horses which have figured in all the recent 
royal ceremonies. The King and Queen 
reached the Victoria Tower through the 
Mall, the Horse Guards and Whitiehall. 

All the great officers of state, in various 
uniforms, were assembled at the royal en- 
trance of the house of peers to receive the 
King. The procession, which was iden- 
tical with that of the previous smilar cere- 
mony, formed, and, headed by the pur- 
suivants and heralds, marched to the robing 
room, their majesties being immediately 


receded by the sword of state, carried by 
he Marquis of Londonderry. 

After the robing procession re-formed, 
and, with a blast of trumpets, advanced to 
the peer chamber, the Duke of Devonshire, 
lord president of the council, 
their majesties with the imperiai crown, 
which he carried on a cushion. 
then seated himself on the throne with the 
lords bearing the cap of maintenance and 
the sword of state standing on his right 
and left. The Queen sat on the left of the 
King and the Prince of Wales on his right. 
The members of the House of Commons 
were then summoned and on their arrival 
the lord high chancellor. HBarl Halsbury, 
cneonne, handed the King the pacer dy 
which his majesty read from the steps of 
the throne. 
oe speech from the throne was as fol- 

8: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: My relations 
with all the foreign powers contine friend- 
ly. The blockade of the Venezuelan ports 
has led to negotiations for an adjustment 
of all matters in dispute. I rejoice that a 
settlement has now been arrived at which 
has justified the blockading wers in 
bringing all hostile naval operations to an 
immediate close. 

“Negotiations have taken place for an ad- 
justment of the questions which have 
arisen in regard to the boundary of my 
posseeane in North America and that of 
he territory of Alaska.” 

“A treaty providing for the reference of 
these questions to an arbitration tribunal 
has been signed and ratified.’’

CITY OWNERSHIP 
PAYS IN CHICAGO 


Municipal Control of Electric 
Plant Has Reduced Light- 


ing Expenses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—Advocates of munl- 
cipal ownership find a strong argument to 
support them in their contention for city 
control of public utilities in the showing 
made by the city’s lighting plants. Chi- 
cago's experiment has been satisfactory, 
for it has lasted fifteen years. The city 
authorities declare that the system is a 
success, 

During the period that the city has oper- 
ated its own lighting plant, the municipal- 
ity has saved money in the territory in 
which the plants are installed. The show- 


ing that the lighting department is able 
to make is taken as the strongest kind of 
an argument in favor of the passage of the 
ene | bili by the legislature which will 
give Chicago's city government the au- 
thority to own and operate lighting plants 
for the entire city and develop the drain- 
age canal water power. 

The entire system now in use has been 
constructed and operated with money ap- 
pronsintes from the annual tax levies dur- 
ng the last fifteen years It is said that 
there fs mo parallel in this country for the 
result Chicago has attained—it having 
built up the largest ogee * lighting sys- 
tem in existence today without issuing a 
single bond or increasing the taxes for that 
purpose. 

Figures from the report of the city 
electrician, just made, show that since 
December, 1587, when the first municipal 
lighting plant was tInstalled, the city hes 
expended in construction and opepatin 
its present systems of lighting a total o 
$3,400,679.65, while to rent the same num- 
ber of lights it has operated each year 
woud have cost the city a total of $3,536,- 
v0. . 

Hence, according to this showing, the 
cost of the plants as they exist has been 
saved in the operation of the system. The 
cost this year of $63.51 a lamp represents 
a A”eduction over last year's cost of 33.97 
a lamp, or a total of $17,896. The aver- 
age number of lamps operated during the 
— was 4508. and the gross cost, includ- 
ng office expenses, was $241,224.11. To rent 
these lights from private companies at 
the lowest rates offered would cost $624,837. 
The difference In expenditure for the year 
is $283,612.89, due entirely to the city’s own- 
se and operating its own system of elec- 
tric lighting.

AN IMPORTANT GAME LAW. 


Game in general having decreased 8) per cent during the past 

+ 18 years, and deer being practically extinct in Missouri, the Mis- 

gouri Audubon Society has drafted a bill which will come up 

before the state Iegisiature Tuesday, the object of which is to 

protect what game is left and to insure its reproduction. The 

bill aleo contains provisions for the better protection of song and 
fmeecctiverous birds. 

In order to check the wholesule slaughter of birds and game 
by boys and market hunters, it is proposed to put a license fee 
of $1 on hunting generally. And in order to insure the restock- 
Ing of the state with game, the bill prohibits the sale of game 
for a period of five years. This is in line with what has been 
done, with great success, in a number of states where the game 
had been nearly exterminated. 

Under the proposed law, the farmer and sportsman would con- 
tinue to have the privilege of hunting, after paying license fee, 
during the open season. And at the end of the five-year period 
the state would have an abundant supply of game. Song and in- 
ectivorovsr birds would also greatly increase in number.

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DIVIDENDS IN CAR STRAPS. 


With far too few cars to accommodate passengers with seats, 
the St. Louis street railway companies offer too little or no relief 
in the near future. They hope to handle the immense crowds 
expected for the Worid’s Fair with practically the same equip- 
ment as they are now using. It is claimed that the visiiors 
will use the I'ghtly laden outgoing cars to go to the Fair, while 
the St. Louis workers are being carried to their offices and places 
of business on the opposite tracks. In the evenings, the condl- 
tions will be reversed, and everybody wi! be satisfied. 

But as the population of the city will be largely and perma- 
nently increased by the influx of people who wii. come here to 
make a living and will not be mere visitors to the Fair, how is 
this excess to be handled, even if the opposite current of travel 
theory should prove true? With littie or no improvement to the 
service in number of cars, better arranged schedules, connec- 
tion at transfer points. etc., will not the average conditions be 
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| much worse than they are now? Will not the companies still 


continue to get their large dividends out of the straps, as at 
present? And will not the packing and waiting be intensified? 

Will St. Louls permit,yshe majority of her Worid’s Fair visitors 
to be strap passengers? 

And are St. Louisans prepared to be delayed more than ever 
in getting to and from btsiness by the strap-passenger policy 
applied to World's Fair conditions? 

Charles T. Yerkes advised New Yorkers to make a crusade 
against the straps. By concerted effort, the people of New York 
are obtaining more cars and more seating capacity on the ele- 
vated lines. They are still working for relief on the surface 
lines. 

What will St. Louls do? Are her merchants and citizens 
generally prepared to let matters run along until it is too late 
io take any steps for relief? Or will they not unite for the en- 
forcement of existing laws and the creation of much-needed legis- 
lation for the proper regulation of street railway traffic? The 
Trausit company alone carried nearly 14,000,000 more passengers 
in 1902 than in 1901. The people know what this meant, in the 
way of overpacking and loss of time and money by waiting for 
cars. They ought to know that it means unbearable vonditions 
in the future, unless steps are taken for regulation and relief. 


The President ought to know that the hearts of all men who 
avoid marriage are not cold.

Indeed, there is reason to believe that 
profits will improve with experience. There 
are many expenses in new enterprises that 
disappear with age. Labor conditions grow 
more stable, operation becomes more skill- 
ful and mistakes are avoided. Millis in 
other souvtnern states pay larger profits be- 
cause they have learned economy in de- 
tails, and Texas should in time acquire the 
same valuable knowledge of experience. 

Besides the direct profit on the invest- 
ment there must be considered the genera) 
gain to the community in increased popula- 
tion to patronize local merchants and to 
afford all the advantages of development. 
E.ort is diversified, energy encouraged and 
cpportunities multiplied so that the people 
are not wholly dependent upon one industry 
or resource.

Canadian Towns and Cities 
About Toronto Wish to 
Have a Share. 


UNIQUE AND SHARP 
BATTLE PROMISED 


Dominion Municipalities Mean to 


String Big Trunk Cables From the 
Great Falls as Far as Toronto 
and London. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, Feb. 17.—Niagara’s great 
water power will be the stakes in what 
promises to be a unique and sharp batile 
between companies and municipalities In 
Canada for control if it. Great manufac- 
turing establishments are already jocated 
on the American side of the river, operated 
by Niagara power, but so far the Canadian 
side is silent. 

Joint operation of an 
scheme is the latest development of the 
municipal co-operation idea in Canada. 


The civic au-horities of Toronto, Ont., have 
a committee on Niagara power at work. 


electric-power 


All the important municipalities within a] 


radius of 100 miles of Toronto are being 
interested in the scheme and wili demana 
of the Ontario legislature at its approach- 
ing session a power concession at the falis. 

It is pointed out that San Francisco is 
using power generated at a waterfall 220 
miles distant, yet none of the many man- 
ufacturing centers in Ontario, from Toronto 
west, is more than 100 miles distant from 
Niagara. 

At present steam-produced electrical pow- 
er in Toronto costs from $40 to -$60 per 
horsepower per year, supplied at a :imited 
number of hours per day, while, according 
to the estimate of a competent engineer 
acting for the municipalities, Wwater-pro- 
duced power as projected will cost only $15 
per horsepower supplied continuously. 

The idea of the municipalities is_ to 
string big trunk cables from Niagara Falls 
east as far as Toronto and west a3 far as 
London, Ont., and supply power to ali fac- 
tories along the route. It is claimed that 
Niagara Falls would be to western Ontario 
what coal has been to England, and would 

make the Niagara area one of the leading 
manufacturing centers of the world.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Feb. 17.—‘“My 
name is my trademark, and no man or set 
of men shall use it on the stage or any- 
where else.

He came to 
Independence about 8 o'clock last night 
from I.ee’s Summit, intending to return the 
same evening, but missed the train, and 
went back this morning at 10 o’clock. He 
spent the evening with his cousin, Dr. G. 
T. Twyman, at his home on Pleasant street. 
Mrs. L. W. Twyman, Dr. Twyman's moth- 
er, is the only living sister of Younger’s 
mother, and she was at the home of her 
son. She is 74 years of age. Younger was 
accompanied by his nephew, Harry Hall. 


By appointment he met Frank James for 
the purpose of asking him if it were true 
that he had agreed to go on the stage in 
a play representing the Youngers as bank 
robbers. He-said that James 
denied all such idea, and said he would not 
do such a thing for a thousand dollars a 
night. 


It was the first time Younger and James 
had met for 30 years, and this was a busi- 
nese meeting. They did not remain together 
long, James returning to Kansas City the 
same evening. 

Few persons knew that Cole Younger was 
in town last evening. There was no re- 
ception and no one present to see him ex- 
cept the members of the family. This 
morning only the newspaper reporters 
called, as it was understood that Younger 
had already left for Lee’s Summit. He 
expects to spend the week visiting among 
relatives and friends at and near Lee’s 
Summit and said that he would then 
ppend a week in Kansas City, and wanted 
to call on every newspaper that wanted to 
see him and talk as muen as they pleased.

In the House this morning Mr. Martin 
of Benton introduced a bill requiring street 
car companies to place fenders on all cars 
and fixing the penalty the same as for neg- 
ligence under the fellow-servant law.

The bill repealing the county board of 
health law was placed upon the engross- 
ment calendar of the House against an ad- 
verse report on the bill by the committee.

The Senate refused to pass the House bill 
to repeal the law enacted two years ago 
creating the office of pardon attorney for 
the governor.

UNUSUAL EXODUS 
FROM GREAT BRITAIN 


The Stream That Has for So Many 
Years Swept Into the United 
States Now Turns Its 
Course Northward. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, Feb. 17.—From repcrts re- 
celved here from abroad there is every 
indication that the population of Canada 
will be greatly increased during the cur- 
rent year. The Canadian agent in London 
states that the exodus from Great Britain 
to Canada bids fair to assume such large 
proportions this season as to become prac- 
tically unmanageable, and that it will be 
necessary to reserve more land in the 
Northwest for people from the Britigh isles 
than was at first deemed necessary. 

The marvelous natural resources of the 
United States have hitherto been the great 
attraction in this hemisphere for the Brit- 
ish settler, and have for more than a cen- 
tury drawn him to the republic. Recent 
advices received here indicate that the 


stream of British enenierente op one and 
so steadily flowing into the United States 
is now diverging northward into Canada. 

The great success which has attended 
the work of the federal authorities at Ot- 
tawa in their efforts to Pp gpery adver- 
tise Canada in the United States, Great 
Britain and in Europe has proved an in- 
cenitve for even greater endeavor in the 
future. 

While the increase in arrivals in Can- 
ada last year from the United States and 
also from Europe was considered abnor- 
mally large, that from Great Britain 
showed even a larger percentage. The total 
emigration from the British isles to this 
country last year was about 70 per cent 
greater than the average for many years 
past. A most enérgetic campaign for Brit- 
ain is now being. inaugurated. One of the 
features of it a scheme to bring the 
British farmer into closer relations with 
the resouroes of Cana 

A number of representative farmers of 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territory will 
be sent over to the old country, and will 
visit every agricultural center in it. By 
spreading themselves over the country it 
ls expected that they will practically cov- 
er the territory within two months, and 
thus bring directly before the British agri- 
haa the advantages which this coun- 
try offers for settlement. The rush of 
American farmers to secure first choice 
of the lands of Manitoba and the territories 
ha: proves a most potent factor in focus- 
ing t rd attention of the British public upon 
Canada 

Another important feature in connection 
with this movement is a plan to induce the 
returned British soldier to come to Can- 
adja. These men are returning to England 
from Bouth Africa in large numbers. It is 
thought that the imperial! authorities will 
be inclined to encourage them to settle on 
lands in Canada. The Canadian govern- 
tment has been for months corresponding 
upon the subject.

prevent a spread of smallpox in that sec- 
tion of the county. 

The heavy rains during the past few 
weeks have caused White river to over- 
flow, a strip of land aimost a mile in dl- 
ameter being completely surrounded by 
water, in some places the water s + ra 
cut over nearly two miles of low 

On this island are the farm reaiéences of 
Charles, Budd and George Strange, and 19 
of the 22 members of the three families are 
afflicted with smallpox. The county puy- 
sician, who visits the patients every day, 
is compelled to row a ekiff almost a mile 
in order to reach the island. 

As yet no deaths have occurred in the 
families.
